Mr. MacDonald’s letter in regard 
to the highwa'y past the memorial 
was Written to United States Senator 
ilarris, who had taken the matter 
with the bureau at Mr. Ran- 
ao'ph’s-request, It follows:

The score, to let it have full sway 
in its first opportunity in the his- 
tory of the world to tell the story, 
gives us firm foundation for  fur- 
ther accounts of things that Tech 
did which no other team could 
do and which makes these excited In- 
diana environs echo and re-echo to- 
night with unstinted praise for 
band that Alex led forth to fight. 
Doug Wyckoff is just about as much 
a hero tonight as if he had been 
plunging and tackling under colors of 
Notre Dame, and sport writers from 
a score of Indiana newspapers are 
joining in the chorus that acclaims 
him one of the country’s very best 
‘ine-driving backs.

Robert Fitzsimmons Used It 7 


The “Shock Punch” Has No After Effect and 
Is Not as Dangerous as Blows Given 
By Jeffries and Others.

_ punches. 

The same style was useless against 
rugged Tom Sharkey. who r: ished in 
headlong and paid no ‘attention to box- 
ing, and it didn’t much more than 
‘annoy big Jim Jeffries. ; 

The next style of uaitting 1s 
heavy hitting, crushing punch that ds 
‘driven clear through and delivered 
with a tremendous muacular effort, a 
“nush punch” that knocks a man 
back. It was a good enougn punch 
for Jeffries, who was stronger than 
any other man I’ve ever sten in a 
ring.

Has Promotion System. 

Perhaps the most interesting thing 
about the football coaching at Pewn 
State is that Bez has the promotion 
system so carefully worked out. He 
does this by organizing four elevens. 

At Penn State a vlayer who is gfv- 
en an end position on the first eley- 
en immediately becomes the regular 
His first substitute occupies 


The second substitute is on the third 
the third is on the fourth. 

Nothing unusual about that, you 
SAY. Hold a moment! These four 
men concentrate on right-end pla’y. 
The varsity regular knows that he 
must fight tooth and nail all the 
while to retain his position. 

Another fine feature of Bezdek’s 
promotion system is that frequently 
the players on the second team are 
juniors. It follows, all things being 
equal, that they will advance to the 
varsity in their senior year. 

This fall, for example, State start- 
ed the season minus the services of 
Bentz, center; Hamilton, guard: Me- 
Mahon and Logue, tackles, and Haf- 
ford end and back. This was a 
loss of five regulars, 

But to take their places State had 

nearly all the players who played 
three positions on the second or third 
elevens last year. Also, there were 
some exceptional athletes from the 
1922 freshman team. 
Penn State has always had the 
finest turf for its home football 
games that is to be fennd in Americh. 
Bezdek takes great pride in that field 
—he permits no cleated shoes to sten 
on it except v en games are played 
there with opponents from other col- 
leges, 

And now State has big stands on 
both sides of the field—accommoda- 
tions for 17,000 spectators, It is 
planned to play at least two biz 
games each vear on the home field. 

The public, not eonversant with 
athietic matters at State College, 
knows Bezdek as the football coach, 
He is very much more than that.

is not ‘“‘charm.” It is ‘‘dowdiness,”’ 
the dowdiness of shallow artifice.

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The Woman: American and 
The American Woman Is Different in Outlook, in Tem- 
perament, in Dress, in Her Views on Sex, in Her 


Romance as Well as in Her Reasoning. 


N few things did I find great- 
er interest during my Ameri- 
can tours than in compari- 
sons between the American 


and the European woman— 
especially between the Amer- 
ican and the English woman. Having 
lived myself in so many European 
countries, sometimes for years at a 
time, I am perhaps in as good a posi- 
tion as most to institute these com- 
parisons. 


The American woman, in the first 
place, is like no other type with which 
1 am acquainted. She is ‘‘different.”’ 
Different in outlook, iff temperament, 
in dress, in her views on sex, in her 
romance as well as in her reasoning. 
That there are on the American con- 
tinent at least twenty different types 
of American women does not affect 
this in any degree, for there is, north 
and south, east and west, a common 
bond which makes the “American” 
woman unmistakable. If America 
could only believe that in the great 
melting-pot of the North American 
continent, despite apparent differ- 
ences, one homogeneous nation is de- 
' veloping. 

There is always difficulty and dan- 
ger in generalizing, yet it is only by 
generalizing that one can arrive at an 
understanding of the facts. 


In nothing is there greater cleavage 
between the American, and, say, the 
English outlook, than in matters of 
sex. 


I believe from observation that no 
woman in the world perhaps is more 
virtuous and more strictly moral than 
the American. Only the Irishwoman 
ranks with her here; but, if it comes 
to that, that American male is, on the 
whole, probably more moral than is 
the average European, chiefly, as I 
have often accentuated, because of 
his concentration on business, and in- 
tense mental concentration upon any 
torm of activity acts as a check be- 
cause it acts as a safety valve to hu- 
man passion. 


There is at both ends of the 
American social scale itself a curious 
difference in the sex-outlook. While 
there is a “‘smart set’? in New York 
and other big American cities com- 
paratively careless of and indifferent 
to moral, the broad mass of the Amer- 
ican middle-class working women are 


characterized by an almost fanatical - 


demand for the strict observance of 
the laws of morals even in their nar- 
rowest interpretation. It is but one 
more example of that fight to the 
death on the North American conti- 
nent, of which I spoke in another ar- 
ticle, between the ‘‘Puritan” and the 
‘“Pleasure-seeker.’’ But that is a 
fight which has no parallel in Europe, 
from which Puritanism has fled to the 
other side of the -Atlantic. 


HE French jeune fille is perhaps 

the most rigidly segregated fe- 
male on the planet and the most strict- 
ly brought up—until she marries, 
when she is allowed and, indeed, tn 
some cases, allows herself a freedom 
almost greater than that of any other 
European. The American “‘flapper,”’ 
her parallel, is allowed much innocent 
freedom, and allows herself sometimes 
still greater! But after marriage, un- 
l@ss she belongs to those pest-spots 
in American life which have develop- 
ed during the last decade, according 
to what I have been told, there is no 
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European more chaste or more free 
from ‘‘nastiness.”’ 

It is in the glorious freedom of Miss 
Columbia, itself a part of her “‘human- 
ness,’’ that her main difference from 
her European sister, and especially 
from the German feminine, lies. Only 
the Scandinavian girl, who, if she be 
a Dane, is the best educated female 
in Europe, has and gives this sense pf 
“glorious freedom.” It is this free- 
dom which, in course of time, is going 
to break down that ‘‘sex-segregation”’ 


-of America of which I wrote in my 


last article and which will yet make 
the American woman 


° ee 
one ofthe finest, freest je oe 


women on the planet. 
For the right kind of 
“freedom” is like fresh 
air—it blows away all 
nastiness. 

The American woman, 
less sophisticated than 
her European sister, may 
be more moral than the 
European, but she also, 
it would seem to the 
looker-on much more 
easily deceived. She is 
most apt to accept spu- 
rious ‘‘romance’”’ in place 
of the genuine article. She is apt, in 
her own parlance, to “fall for’ the 
charlatan, especially if he comes 
“clothed in clouds of glory’’— foreign 
glory! A very great instrumentalist 
told me only a month or two ago 
that he had fever had to suffer such 
hero worship as that of the American 
Woman. He had received hundreds 
of letters in his tour across the conti- 
nent from all sorts and conditions of 
women from ‘“‘flappers” to maturer 
females, making thin disguise of ab- 
sorbing admtration—that is, absorb- 
ing until the next ‘‘Senor”’ or ‘‘Mon- 
sieur”’ with a big reputation as a pian- 
ist or: violinist came along. This 
gentleman had a sense of humor: “If 
my hair were cut in the Jack Demp- 
sey fashion,’’ he said, ‘‘none of them 
would look at me.” 

“Culture” with a capital “‘K’’ looms 
large in the imagination of the aver- 
age American woman, because in a 
young country like America, without 
the European veneer of the ages, 
“culture,’”’ so called, is often lacking. 
It is not that the European, especially 
the Frenchwoman, the Scandinavian, 
and the educated Russian, has not a 
culture that is real, but what is fact 
is that much of Europe’s culture is 
false and even hypocritical, and that 
much of America’s ‘‘honest to good- 
ness’? is worth a ton of it. 


HAT numbers of American 

women of the middle class lack 
is “loveliness.” It is not that they 
lack beauty, for the American woman- 
face is extraordmarily varied in type 
and is well featured beyond the major- 
ity of Europeans, but that they some- 
times lack ‘‘grace’’—that thing which 
is the heart of loveliness. To see a 
Russian woman move across a room 
is to see at times ‘“‘the poetry of mo- 
tion’—to see loveliness come to 
earth. To watch a Parisienne enter 
a room is often to see sunlight and 
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form made one. Sometimes in Dub- 
lin | have had to catch my breath at 
the almost unnatural beauty of some 
of my countrywomen, whose features 
perhaps were neither ‘‘chiselled’’ nor 
even regular, but who were “‘lovely.” 
But I also recalled this one evening 
at “Sherry’s’” in New York, as I 
watched some of the best gowned and 
most beautiful women in the world 
pass to their dinner tables and won- 
dered why it was that only a few of 
them filled me with that satisfaction 
of the artist which comes from the 
contemplation of sheer “loveliness.” 

Again, and I will not 
repeat what I have al- 
ready said at some 
length, all this springs 
from _  ‘“‘intra-version’’ 
and  ‘“extra-version;”’ 
from the usually, al- 
most unconscious, belief 
and the at times con- 
scious knowledge on the 
part of the Eurepear 
woman that. loveliness 
and grace spring from 
the inside, not from the 
outside. ‘‘Loveliness”’ 
cannot be put on as a 
garment; garments 
themselves, however costly and beau- 
titul, cannot give it, nor can they do 
more than “adorn” it. All “‘gracd,’’ 
all ‘“‘loveliness,’’ comes from the hu- 
man heart itself. 


HERE is growing today among 
European women of a certain 
type the belief that a cultured mind is 
as essential to beauty as a cultured 
body, and with it a tendency to look 
askance at the mere “society beauty”’ 
who lives only upon her “good 
looks.”” In more than one sense, 
handsome is as handsome does!”’ 

I will go one step farther and say 
that for any country one likes to name 
the only culture that is worth any- 
fhing to the women of that country 
is the culture that springs out of the 
national consciousness itself. Nation- 
al culture must always precede, al- 
though it does not preclude, cosmo- 
politan! Many of my American wom- 
en friends will go anywhere for what 
they call ‘“‘culture’’ rather than to 
America. They will wear Paris dress- 
es, affect English ‘accents, pride them- 
Selves upon dancing like the Viennese 
—but they won’t wear American 
dresses, or refuse to be ashamed of 
their mother tongue (‘‘American”’ is 
not English ‘“English’’—it is ‘‘Ameri- 
can,’’ and a fine tongue at that!) or 
develop an American school of danc- 
ing, 

The secret of “charm” is genuine- 
ness. It does not lie between the cov- 
ers*of one of those awful books, so 
largely advertised in America, upon 
‘“‘How to Get Charm,” or “The Cor- 
rect Way to Walk,” or whatever the 
particular horror may be! 

| have been asked in a Certain east- 
ern city, and in at least three western 
ones, by varying women a question 
almost in the following words: ‘‘How 
can one get charm?” My reply has 
been just this: ‘Be natural!’ 

The artifice and artificiality of cer-

of paper at the time they were asked, 
and all asked me in a lecture hall on 
the Pacific: 

“‘Do you find the American woman 
beautiful?’’ ‘‘What is the secret of 
the Parisienne’s charm?” ‘What 
part does tradition play in the charm 
of the European?” ‘“‘Who is the bet- 
ter dressed—the American or the 
Englishwoman?” “Do we American 
women look old at 40?” And the 
last question which made an unfor- 
gettable impression: “‘Isn’t all this 
talk about European culture the 
bunk? ”’ 


I am going to try and deal with 
those six typical questions in general 


- terms. 


First, to go backwards, much of 
the talk of European culture certain- 
ly is “‘the bunk.” An inelegant term, 
but appropriate! Secondly, the Amer- 
ican woman is apt to “look old at 
40,’’ something that is due to a cause 
partly physical and partly psycholog- 
ical—the former being the drier air 
and the overheated rooms of North 
America, which plays havoc with the 
finest complexion, especially when 
combind with cosmetics and the dis- 
inclination of the average American 
woman to use her legs instead of her 
motor car; the latter being the fact 
that, with some exceptions, she does 
not realize the part which a cultured 
mind plays in the retention of physi- 
cal beauty. Reading and thinking are 
as necessary to physical beauty as 
walking or washing, for it is ‘‘expres- 
sion’”’ alone that can make-a face 
beautiful, and expression comes from 
the mind. 


O take our third question, still 
going backwards, the American 
woman spends on the average 
twice as much on her clothes 
as the Englishwoman, but she 
not always realize that 
all the fine clothes in the world can- 
not look well upon a body that is not 
‘“fit.’’? It is the slenderness of the 
Englishwoman, who eats only exactly 
what she needs to assuage hunger 
and to keep the body in health, which 
so often makes her clothes fit her so 
well. And when we come to the 
Frenchwoman or the Viennese, we 
find the clothes always fitting the psy- 
chology as well as the form of the 
woman who wears them. So many 
of my American friends go out into 
‘“‘Fifth,’’ see a yellow dress with black 
spots which could only be worn’ by 
a Sarah Bernhardt, and buy it, only to 
wonder why they look “‘such perfect 
frights.”” ‘It is not the money that 
makes the dress, but the woman who 
wears it! : 
Yet there are Americans who are 
among the best dressed women in the 
world. I know at least half a dozen. 


If the American woman, still con- 
tinuing to go “‘inside’’ and hot out- 
side for beauty as well as culture, 
would realize that she has one incom- 
parable asset which no European in 
the very nature of things has, that is 
the asset of ‘‘youth’”’ and ‘‘vitality,”’ 
and would develop the “‘naturalness’’ 
which is the great charm of Ameri- 
can womanhood, then the world, and 
especially the old world, would learn

HE personality of Theodore 
Roosevelt is so surcharged 
with vitality that it is’ diffi- 
cult to believe he would have 
celebrated his 65th: birthday 
this year. Already plans 

have been suggested for making Octo- 
ber 27 a national holiday. It seems 
fitting, therefore, to relate some inci- 
dents in his picturesque career which 
have not been told, heretofore, in 
public. 

I well remember the first time | 
¢ver spoke with this man who was 
destined to rank as among the great- 
est of Americans—long, long before 
he had become president of the United 
States, or vice president, or governor 
of New York, or colonel of the Rough 
Riders; even before he was appointed 
assistant secertary of the navy. 

It was a sweltering day in June, 
1895, when I stepped on a Broadway 
car and started for the old police head- 
quarters, then in an old building on 
Mulberry street. 

In a hallway a young sergeant who, 
instead of lolling against the wall, 
was standing erect and alert before a 
closed door. 

“I want to see Mr. Roosevelt.” 

In earlier days the sergeant would 
have responded: ‘Wait a bit till I 
see if the commish is in. But now he 
Said respectfully, ‘‘I don’t know, sir— 
Mr. Roosevelt is very busy—’”’ 

A single word from the other side 
of the closed door struck our ears 
- with a sharp crack: 

“Sergeant!” 

In half a minute the sergeant reap- 
peared with an armful of documents. 
As he sped by he whispered: 

‘“! told him you were here and he 
says go right in.” 

At the center of a small,eplain room 
was a plain desk of moderate size, and 
before it, in a plain, wooden chair 
with curving arms, sat a broad-shoul- 
dered, stocky young man, apparently 
under medium height. He was lean- 
ing forward about to sign his.name 
to a paper, but looked up with pecu- 
liar intentness. 

“Good morning, what can I do for 
you?” 

OU can let me take off my coat, 

and get into this fight along- 

side of you. With that crooked deal 

being given you I’m ready to do any- 
thing!” 

For the fraction of a second the 
new president of the police board 
gave his visitor-a searching glance, 
the memory of which still is felt more 
than a quarter of a century. Then 
he said abruptly: 

“Sit down. What do you want to 
do?” 

“Mr. Roosevelt, you’re up against 
it harder than any other man in the 
United States. The Parkhurst society 
has shown the people of this town the 
rottenness of its police force—’’

“Of a considerable part!’ I went 
on. ‘‘The legislative committee of 
investigation has confirmed enough 
of the Parkhurst charges to prove the

It attract- 

ed them, all right—about three thou- 

sand of them. A few more, and we'd 

have had to call the police reserves to 

handle the crowd, for of course peo- 

ple, seeing so many pretty girls gath- 

ered together, stopped to find out 
what it was all about. 

[I weeded out the applicants, select- 
ing about three hundred. .These were 
weeded out again, until about sixty 
were finally selected for the chorus 
of the new show. , Some of the sixty 
were girls who had been in former 
productions of mine, but most of them 
were new-comers, who had. seen 
that ad. 

Here are the reasons why | pre- 
fer working girls for my choruses: 

In the first place, they have re- 
spect for their jobs. 

They know what it 
is to work, and 
work hard. Girls 
who have never 
held any sort of po- 
sition have to learn 
that. Then, too, 
the girl who, has 
worked as a clerk 
or stenographer or 
manicurist hasn’t 
earned much mon-

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Clue to Hall-Mills Murder May Be in Neglected Letters 


That Murderer Possessed Letters Written by Both Hall + 144y of wealth and position had 
and Mrs. Mills, Narrows List of Suspects, and 
Thomsor. Explains How Mystery Could 
Have Been Solved by This Clue.

REMEMBER Mr. Chauncey 

Depew remarking at a lunch- 

eon af the Pilgrims in Octo- 

ber last year, that he remem- 

bered no criminal case which 

had caused so much public 
excitement as the Hall-Mills murder. 
This meant a great deal, for Mr. De- 
pew has lived many years and his 
memory is unfailing. 1 can well be- 
lieve what he said. While | was in 
mid-Atlantic in October, a newspaper 
syndicate asked me to name my own 
terms for investigating the crime— 
which, of course, | could not do with- 
out violating the canons of etiquette 
between police officers, but now, after 
a lapse of eight months, it is possi- 
ble to review the case. 

On September 14, 1922, the bodies 
of the Rev. Edward Wheeler Hall, 
rector of the Church of St. John 
the Divine at New Brunswick, ~ 
N. J., and Mrs. Eleanor Reinhardt 
Mills, wife of his sexton, were 
found in an old crabapple orchard 
on an abandoned farm. within a 
short distance of the town. Hall 
had been shot twice in the back 
of the head from a distance suffi- 
cient to leave no powder burns. 
Mrs. Mills had been shot once in 
the forehead and her face 
was so marked with pow- 
der burns that the pistol 
must have been held very 
close to her head. Her 
arms and neck had been 
scratched and ‘‘clawed,”’ 
and her throat had been 
slashed with a sharp knife, 
a fact that was not ob- 
served immediately. The 
murderer had done _ his 
work at leisure, for the 
bodies had been laid out 
with care, The man’s coat 
was buttoned; the wom- 
an’s skirt had been neatly 
pulled down and tucked in - 
under her. The man’s 
spectacle had been put in 
place and his hat placed over his face. 
The woman’s face had been covered 
with her scarf. All had been done 
with care to prevent the wind from 
disturbing the clothing. On the wom- 
an’s body was a packet of love-letters 
which had been torn across twice; a 
few pieces of the letters were scat- 
tered about near the bodies. 


HE relations that existed between 
these two people had been the 
subject of gossip for some weeks. Mrs. 
Mills had a fine voice and led the 
Singing in the choir; Hall had often 


met her in the church on the excuse, 


of discussing choir matters. Hall had 
no means of his own, but he had mar- 
ried a rich wife some years older than 
himself. Mrs. Mills was the wife of 
a poor man who lived in a cottage 
and ,hadssometimes eked out his small 
means by mending the shoes of him- 
self and his family. He had a daugh- 
ter, Charlotte, aged 17, a rather 
flighty young persoh about whom we 
nees tot concern ourselves. “ There 
was no doubt in the minds of Mrs. 
Hall and Mills that their spouses had 
entered into scandalous relations. On 
the night of the murder both had gone 
out to look for their absent partners, 
and Mills called at Mrs. Hall’s home 
to report that his wife had not re- 
turned home. ‘‘Do you think they 
have eloped?” he said. A few days 


after the murder Charlotte Mills re- 
ceived the following note from Mrs. 
Hall:

“Probably learning of their tryst through an intercepted letter, a person neither had ever dreamed of as an 


avenger, crept, pistol in hand, toward the oblivious pair.” 


Hall, who had no children of her own, 
was sorry for the girl whose misfor- 
tune had been due to the sins of her 
husband. 


It is easy to reconstruct the crime. 
The couple were sitting at the foot of 
a crabapple tree unconscious that 
their murderer was creeping up be- 
hind them. Hall was hit first by two 
shots fired in quick succession; Mrs. 
Mills sprang to her feet and turned 
on the assailant, who seized her by 
the throat and arms, inflicting the 
scratches observed on her body. His 
object was to keep her at sufficient 
distance to enable him to use his pis- 
tol. This he did and he shot her 
through the head while still holding 
her at arm’s length. Then he, or a 
companion, drew a sharp knife and 
cut her throat. The bodies could easi- 
ly have been arranged by a man sin- 
gle-handed, probably not by a wom- 
an, or there may have been two as- 
Sassins, the one armed with a pistol 
and the*other with a knife.

victims with exposure than with death, 
and who very rarely kill their victim, 
not because they have any scruples, 
but because it is bad business. More- 
over, it would have been Hall alone 
that they would have killed, they had 
no quarrel With Mrs. Mills. 


FTER making full allowance for 

the embarrassment of a small 
country police force which is called 
upon suddenly to deal with a crime 
of world-wide interest, it must be con- 
fessed that the police of New Jersey 
did not give themselves a fair chance. 
They seem to have neglected the all- 


important steps that must be taken 
on the discovery of a murder—a 
minute survey and photograph of the 
ground and a scientific examination 
of the bodies. They appear to have 
failed to notice the not insignificant 
fact that the woman’s throat had been 
cut apparently after the bullet had 
caused her death, a fact that may 
have had great significance, as ] shall 
attempt to show. The newspapers, 
which so often help, to elucidate a 
crime, actually obscured the issue in 
this case and diverted the police from 
the course they would have followed 
into the pursuit of Mrs. Hall and her 
relatives. AS a newspaper sensation 
it would obviously have been far more 
Startling to the public to find that

committed a crime of passion than 
that the culprit was a person of hum- 
ble station, and the full strength of 
the reporters was employed to fasten 
a knowledge of the crime upon Mrs. 
Hall, who conducted herself with dig- 
nity and restraint throughout the or- 
deal. 

When I landed in New York in the 
closing days 6f October the reporters 
had discovered an eye-witness in the 
person of a Mrs. Gibson, who stated 
that she had been out with her mule 
after dark and had seen the persons 
concerned in the murder by the light 
of an automobile headlight. Wit- 
nesses of this kind often come fore 
ward in sensational murder cases. 
Judging only from the internat evi- 
dence of her statement, | attach no 
importance to what this 
woman said. She may have 
seen a passing car with pow- 
erful headlights or she may 
not have had even that de- 
gree of foundation for her 
story. Persons who use an 
automobile in their plots to 
commft murder are not so 
mm foolish as to keep their head- 
AN lights burning while they are 
about if. I agree with an 
American friend who re- 
marked that the only being 
_who emerged from this part 
of the case with credit was 
the mule, and he only be- 
cause the reporters could not 
get him to speak. 

There were two persons 
only who might be expected 
io have a motive streng 
engugh for doing Hall and 
Mrs. Mills to death on the 
occasion of their clandestine 
meeting—the wife of the 
man and the husband of the 
woman, or persons employed 
by them. Members of Hall’s 
congregation who knew and 
resented the scandal were 
unlikely to proceed to the extremity 
of murder. Mrs. Hall had two broth- 
ers, Henry and ‘‘Willie”’ 
Both are said to be expert rifle and 
pistol shots.

N the spring of the year 1882 

5} | shipped as a fore-mast 
hand on the full rigged ship, 

the Red Eric, outward bound 

from New Orleans via Rio 

de Janeiro for Melbourne, 

South Australia, loaded with coffee. 
From Rio we sailed N. E. by E. until 
we siruck the trade winds at Ascen- 
sion island, then S. E. to double the 
Cape of Good Hope. Our captain’s 
name was Garret C. Pogue, a man 
who had followed the sea from child- 
hood days. The first mate, a Nova 
Scotian by the name of George White, 
was a thorough sailor-man and over 
alla gentleman. I was in his watch 
and on account of my youth he did 
not overburden me with killing work. 


One evening, as we were nearing 
Moonlight Head off the coast of Vic- 
toria, Australia, 1 noticed the sky in 


the east was of a dull brick-red in 
tone, shaded here and there by black 
masses that billowed out in some fash- 
ion from the flat heavens. 

“Look there,” said the mate. 


“Hum,” said the captain. ‘‘Looks 
like a blow, don’t it?” 


The barometer kept on falling, and 
in the mid watches of the night the 
tornado struck us. Our fore mast 


was twisted off flush at the deck and 
carried over the side. A great mass 
of wreckage was tied to the ship by 
the cordage of the mast, thus keeping 
her from obeying her helm.

Who Was This Hoyle Person, So Often Cited as Having Something to Say About Our Activities? Little 
More Than a Loafer Who, 200 Years Ago, Was Idling Away His Time in London Coffee 
Houses, But Thereby Making for Himself a Definite Place in Our History. 


CCORDING to Hoyle— 
How many times have you 
heard that phrase? How 
many times have you Said 
it? Do you know where it 
Originated, and what it 
means? 

Almost everyone who has played 
cards has heard and used it, -but be- 
yond having a vague idea that it has 
something to do with rules few can 
tell just why ‘‘according to Hoyle” 
came to be synonymous with doing 
anything just right. 

There are many who, knowing that 
rules books are still being published 
under Hoyle’s name, are of the opin- 
ion that the gentleman in question 
lives in New York and that annually 
he revises his editions, and in general 
keeps his readers abreast of every- 
thing that is going on in the card 
world. : 

But although books with his name 
in the title appear regularly, 
the man himself has been dead 
154 years. , 

Edmund Hoyle, the first 
Englishman to compile a sys- 
tematic treatise on whist and 
other card games, though one 
Charles Cotton’s very incom- 
plete ‘‘The Complete Game- 
ster’? was printed in 1674, was 
born in 1672, and his life of 
ninety-seven years spans one 
of the most interesting periods 
im English history Seven kings 
and queens sat on the throne 
while he was alive, beginning 
with the Restoration monarch, 
Charles II, and ending with the 
man who lost the American 
colonies, George III. 

The second line giants of 
English literature and drama, 
Dryden, Pope, Swift, Defoe, 
Addison, Steele, Fielding, John- 
son, Sterne, Goldsmith, Gib- 
bon, Boswell, Sheridan, Con- 
grave, Wycherly were his con- 
temporaries, and he undoubted- 
ly saw and met all or many of 
them in the coffee houses of 
London which played such a 
significant part in British polit- 
ical and ,literary life in those | 
days. But of this life, of 
which he considered himself a 
relatively unimportant member, 
Hoyle says not a word; and so 
unobtrusive were his move- 
ments as he glided quietly 
through the most interesting 
phases of it that but few refer- 
ences to him or his works are 
to be found amid the literature 
of his day. 

It may be worth noting- that 
for all his obscurity in that 
bright group, Edmund Hoyle 
left on history and tradition an in- 
delible imprint. His name is more 
widely known and more often spoken 
today than Dryden’s. 


SVEN the place of his birth has 
not been reveated, though it was 
thought for a long time that he came 
of the Yorkshire Hoyle stock. A 
member of that family, however, has 
carefully checked up his ancestors 


and he is authority for the statement 
that Edmund came from elséwhere. 

It is known that Hovle was educat- 
ed for the bar, that he came ultimate- 
lv to London, and that he gradually 
drifted away from the law, supplant- 
ing it eventually with a thorough 
study of whist and other card games 
of the day. One can easily picture 
him wandering about from coffee 
house to coffee house, laying down 
his penny, and immediately engaging 
his neighbors either in a game of 
whist or in some discussion Concern- 
ing its rules; and it takes no great 
imagination to fancy him 
listening patiently, but per- 
haps with a tingle of bore- 
dom, to the bon mots and 
words of wisdom dropping 
from the lips of John Dry- 
den and others, and then 


swinging the chat in the direction of 
his own favorite topic. 

Interested he may have been ia 
politics, in writers, and the stage, ae 
were all the intelligent men of his day 
but whist wa§$ his hobby, and he was 
never happier, doubtless, than whea 
engaged in a battle over the table, 
either with the cards themselves or 
over some point raised in the course 
of the game. 


Having dropped law it was neces- 
sary for Hoyle to cast about for some 
other means of livelihood, and thus 
we find him, about 1741 living in 
Queen square, giving instructions to 
those who were desirous of becoming 
good whist players, and charging a 
guinea a lesson. Gradually, as the 
number of pupils increased, he saw 
the necessity of compiling some sort 


of text. This consisted 
first of a series of leaf- 
lets, and out of this 
grew the treatise which 
he had_ printed and 
which was entered at 
Stationers’ Hall, Lon- 
don, Nov. 17, 1742. 
Here is its full title: 
‘“‘A Short Treatise on 
the Game of Whist, 
containing the laws of 


the game; and also some rules where- 


by a beginner may, with due atten- 
tion to them, attain to the playing it 
well. Calculations for those who 
will bet the odds on any point of the 
score of the game then playing and 
depending. Cases stated, to shew what 
may be effected by a very good player 
im critical parts of the game. Refer- 
ences to cases, viz., at the end of the 
rule you are directed how to find 


-partner’s hand, 


them. Calculations, directing with 
moral certainty, how to play well any 
hand or game, by showing the chances 
of your partner’s having 1, 2 or 3 
certain cards, with variety of cases 
added in the appendix.” 

It has been stated by some author- 
ities that the treatise was the result of 
many meetings of whist lovers at the 
Crown coffee house, where Hoyle was 
said to appear frequently, and that 
when someone suggested that rules be 


compiled Hoyle volunteered—or was - 


chosen to write them. 


_VFENHERE is plenty of evi- 

dence to show, how- 
ever, that whist was played 
in all the coffee houses at 
this time, and that there was 
no more reason for stating 
the treatise came as an after~ 
math of the games at thé 


Crown than that it followed as a re- 
sult of meetings elsewhere. It seems 
entirely probable that Hoyle, out of 
his experience as a whist teacher, ree 
cognized the need of a text and that 
without suggestion from anyone he 
decided to write it. 

The Crown story comes from 
Daines Barrington (1727-1800), law- 
yer, naturalist and antquary. He said 
the game was played there on scien- 
tific principles about 1728 and that 
the following rules were laid down?’ 
*“‘Lead from the strong suit; study your 
and attend to 
score.’’ All of which strikes one as 
rather a crude beginning in the elab- 
orate conventions that have been 
evolved since that day, but it must be 
remembered that though whist has 
been known a long time, it was played 
but desultorily and did not enjoy the 
vogue of other pastimes like ecart, 
brag, piquet, backgammon and others, 

The origin of whist is in dispute, 
and so is the very etymology of the 
name. Various theories have been 
advanced, but none has taken prec- 

edence. Cotton, in his ‘“The 
Complete Gamester,’’ says? 
“It is called whist from the si- 
lence that must be observed 
during play.”’ And this might 
be considered as good 4a rea- 
son for the name as any. 
Concerning the origin of 
whist, it has been stated that 
in the sixteenth century there 
was a card game called tri- 
umph, or trump, commonly, 
played in England, and’ this 
may have been the forerun- 


ner of whist. A game known 
as trionfi is mentioned as 
early a$ 1526; and. “ta 
triomphe’”’ occurs in a list of 
games played by Gargantua, 
the famous Rabelaisan character. Gi- 
ovanni Florio, an English writer of 
Italian origin, defines trionfo in his 
“A Worlde of Wordes” (1598), as 
“the play called trump or ruff.’’ Cot- 
ton calls it (trionfo) ‘French ruff,™ 
and intimates that it is similar to thé 
French game of ecarte. ;

Absolute Reliance on External Authority

HERE are the persons who 
take their thinking second 
hand, who give themselves to 
a parrot-like repetition. 
There are critics who only 
recognize those who are al- 
ready famous. There are 
ecclesiastical snobs who only give re- 
cognition when it has already been 
given. They never take the initiative 
in discovering worth. 


You are acquainted with people 
who are bound by prev-.2n_— since 
they regard it as safe. Boards, insti- 
tutions and trustees lay great stress 
on precedent, since they fear respon- 
sibility. To do as our predecessor did 
shifts the burden of blame a bit from 
our shoulders. Precedent tends to 
carry forward the ignorance and in- 
justice of the past. 


Mankind is constantly learning, get- 


ting new views of truth, and seeing 
new values. Precedent clogs this ad- 
vance: It fixes and perpetuates the 
wrongs of man as much as the rights 
of man. While the many trust to 
precedent, a few must always break 
away from it to make progress pos- 
sible. ‘‘Precedent is the root, and in- 
dependent thinking is the branch of 
the human tree. Our decisions must 
conform to the sum of human experi- 
ence, yet there must also be the fresh 
green leaf of present intelligence.” 
We cannot cut the root of the tree 
and expect it to live, neither can we 
lop off the leafage and expect it to 
live. Precedent is often the inertia of 
monstrous iniquity. War is due to 
the evil customs of nations who go on 
in the habit of war preparation. The 
problem of the twentieth century is 
to batter down the precedent by the 
blows of reason, to overturn it by an 
upheaval of humanity. We must cor- 
rect the errors of our fathers as we 


expect our children to correct ours. 
Our reverence for the past must be 
continually qualified by our rever- 
ence for the future. The momentum 
of what has been must be supplement- 
ed by the stream of original conviction 
and guided by the intelligence and 
courage of the present. 


NOTED authority says, ‘“‘The 
A men to whom we owe most— 
our friends who helped, directed and 
encouraged us, our teachers who de- 
livered us and, as it were, gave us 
our own souls—these men may come 
to bar the way of our advance.’’ Not 
even the divinest external authority 
could avoid impairing the best action 
ef men. Our Lord seemed to realize 
that His bodily presence would check 
the free growth of his disciples to the 
fullness of their power and the per- 
fect reliance upon the Divine Spirit.

Doctrines and religious experience 
translated into the intellectual terms 
of the times require a re-translation. 
As important as is contribution of the 
fathers, vet the present guidance of 
the spirit must be followed. 
There are those who are enslaved 


by the past. They imagine that all 
the fields of investigation and thought 
have been closed. 

The most dangerous thing in the 
world for a growing organism is to 
stand still. If we arrested a child’s 
growth the result would not be fer- 
manent beauty, but the tragedy of 
febble-mindedness. 

Society has advanced not only in 
inventions, but we have outgrown 
duelling, slavery and trial by torture. 
There is a type of mind that is alarmed 
at anything new. To such a one 
safety consists in the refusal to move. 
A certain amount of caution is good 
for a nation, but when the cautious 
group dominates, danger is ahead. 
Europe held to old ideas and old insti- 
tutions and exploded. There was the 
military idea, the king idea, the class 
idea, the heredity idea and the idea 
that it is not good for common people 
to think and especially bad to say 
what they think. European people 
are the slaves of tradition. It is in 
their blood, resisting every tendency 
to change. 

We are willing to allow our an- 
cestors to have some voice and some 
vote, but we are not willing that they 
should stuff the ballot box. 

Sidney met in the “Fallacies of 
Anti-Reformers,” has made some ob- 
servations. w hich we reproduce in 
part. 


HAT shall be said of gur wise 

ancestors and the wisdom of 
antiquity? With individuals, the old- 
est has, of course, the most experi- 
ence, but with generations the re- 
verse is true, and our ancestors who 
come ffrst are the young people and 
have the least experience. There 
has been added to this experience 
the experience of many centuries. 
We can claim against our ancestors 


that we are older than they are in 
point of the accumulation of experi- 
ence. : 

There are so-called irrevocable 
laws. There is the effort of the dead 
hand of the past to mould the future. 

The soveriegn power at any one 
period can only form a blind guess at 
the measure which may be necessary 
at ahy future period. By the princi- 
ple of immutable law, the government 
is transferred from those who are nec- 
essarily the best judges of what they 
want to others who can know litfle 
or nothing about the matter. 

The sixteenth century decides for 
the seventeenth, and the seventeenth 
makes laws for the eighteenth, and the 
eighteenth dictates to the nineteenth 
and the nineteenth states infallibilities 
for the twentieth. The traditionalists 
admit that it was wise for every cen- 
tury to make some change from the 
preceding except our own. Every- 
thing has been fixed for us. Those 
who have least experience make ir- 
revocable laws for those who have 
the most experience. To suppose . 
that there is anything which a whole 
nation cannot do which is essential 
for their welfare and happiness be- 
cause another generation long ago 
dead and gone said must not be done 
is mere nonsense. 

There is the cry of no innovation. 
To say that all things new are bad ts 
to say that all old things were bad 
in their commencement. For of all 
the old things ever seen or heard of, 
there is not one that was not once 
new. Whatever is now established 
was once an innovation. To abuse 
the new is therefore to abuse the old, 
since the old was once new. Be- 
cause a certain thing was good in its 
day is no convincing reason that it: 
Is good in our day. 7

World-Wide Prohibition 


E deal today with world-wide 
prohibition—the subject 
chosen for the observance of 
World’s Temperance Sunday. 

Alcohol has been the 
curse of man as far back as 
history records his doings. 


In Bible history we have a record of- 


the drunkenness of Noah. He drank 
the wine from his own vineyard and it 
had the same effect then that it has 
now. 

His sons, in mortification, took a 
garment and, walking backward that 
they might not see their father’s nak- 
edness, spread it over him as he lay 
drunk in his tent. 

From that day down to this there 
has not been a generation that has 
not suffered from the evil effects of 
alcohol. 

Profane history tells the 
story; Achilles, in his famous quar- 
rel with Agamemnon, called the lat- 
ter a ‘‘wine-bibber’’—a word that was 
even then a term of reproach. 

In the proverbs of Solomon we find 
a description of the effects of alcohol; 
they are as clearly described as if the 
account was written yesterday. Our 
text for this talk gives a catalog of the 
consequences of drink. 

It benumbs the mental faculties, 
confuses the thought and leads the 
reason astray.- It overthrows the will, 
blunts the moral sense, and obliter- 
ates the line between right and wrong. 

God has never made a human be- 
ing strong enough to begin the use of 
alcohol and be sure that he would not 
become its slave; and God has never 
fixed a day in the life of man after 
which it is safe to begin. 

Solomon also calls attention to the 
quarrelsome tendencies of drink. It 
stirs up contentions, breeds disputes 
and resulis in wounds that are Cause- 
less. 

The Wise Man, basing his advice 
upon these. well known and admit; 
ted effects of drink, warns us not to 
look upon the wine (revised version) 
‘“‘when it is red, when it sparkles in 
the cup, when it goeth down smooth- 
ly: at the last it biteth like a serpent, 
and stingeth like an adder.”’ 


HILE throughout the ages the 

effect of excessive use of al- 
conuol has been known to everybody, 
it remained for scientific invyestiga- 
tion to disclose that even the so-called 
moderate use of alcoholic beverages 
is harmful. 

A single instance makes no such 
impression as that made by an ac- 
cumulation of instances. Fhe statis- 
tician is, therefore, the forerunner of 
reforms. He collects the evidence 
and establishes a rule. 

Statistics show, for instarce, that 
in all the lands the number of acci- 
dents in industry are greatest on the 
day following a holiday and the least 
on the day before a holiday. Statis- 
tics show that in typesetting, target 
practice, or any other work requiring 
accuracy, the effect of even a slight 
amount of alcohol can be detected in 
the larger number of mistakes made. 

Statistics also show that the ability 
of a patient to safely pass the crisis 
is lessened by the habitual use of even 
small quantities of alcohol. Probably 
the most persuasive fact was obtained 
from insurance tables, which conclu- 
sively prove that even moderate 
drinking reduces one’s expectancy and 
very perceptibly shortens the-average 
life of the drinker. 

But the most frightful warning was 
furnished by the study of eugenics. It 
wa§ found that alcohol travels in the 
blood and curses, even before their

birth, the children of drinking parents. 
It must be a very hard-hearted 


‘father or mother who can be indif- . 


ferent to the effect of intemperance 
upon their own flesh and blood—and 
intemperance grows upon one so Nna- 
turally and so gradually that no one 
can afford to risk the taking of a first 
drink. 

While it is not so possible to appor- 
tion the credit due to the various or- 
ganizations that co-operated in the 
securing of prohibition, no one will be 


offended if special praise is giverto~ 


the noble women who, banded togeth- 
er under the name of the Women’s 
Christian Temperance Union, brought 
to the students in schools a knowledge 
of the effect of alcohol on the system 
and spread before the public the re- 
sults of scientific research on this sub- 
ject. 

It is not-strange that the conscience 
of America finally arose and drove 
the drinking place out from under 
our flag. The strange thing is that 
the final fight should have been de- 
layed so long and that other and older 
nations did not take the same action 
centuries ago. 


OSSIBLY, we may be indebted 
largely to our free institutions. 
the doctrine of local self-government 
has given to the voters not only the 
power to legislate, but a sense of re- 
sponsibility for the existence of evils 
when they have in their hands a rem- 
edy. 

1 am inclined to think that this 
sense of responsibility, gradually 
awakened, is the primary cause of na- 
tional prohibition, although many 
causes have contributed. 

For years many who would not 
think of owning stock in a saloon or 
of having a part in the manufacture 
of the liquor sold, voted for the licens- 
ing of the saloon, and yet the license 
granted by the voters was just as nec- 
essary to the saloon as the capital, the 
liquor sold, or the bartender who 
served it over.the counter. This fact 

always a fact—grew clearer with 
the discussion of the subject until one 
voter after- another determined to 
withdraw from partnership in such an 
institution. 

Prohibition of the manufacture and 
sale of intoxicating liquor as a bever- 
age, being now embodied in the con- 
stitution and defined by = statute, 
there remains in this country only the 
work of enforcement and this m: iy be 
considered under three heads. 

First: The entrusting of enforce- 
ment to those who not only believe 
in the law but dc not themselves use 
intoxicating liquor. ‘ 

No man can be a faithful and effi- 
cient enforcement officer if he has to 
listen to a continuous joint debate be- 
tween his appetite and his oath of 
office. In this connection it may be 
added that fines are not sufficient; 
imprisonment must°follow the viola- 
tion of this law as it does the viola- 


tion of other laws, if the law is to be, 


respected. 


Second: The smuggling of liquor 
must be stopped. 

Each nation is sovereign in its own 
territory; no one can dispute its right 
to enforce its laws and no ‘measures 
can be considered too severe if they 
are necessary to prevent the importa- 
tion of that which is prohibited. 

HIRD: The cultivation of a total 

abstinence sentiment is essential 
if prohibition is to remain the perma- 
nent policy of this country. 

Each generation must be taught the 
evils of intemperance. All legisla- 
tion against the liquor traffic rests 
upon the fact that alcoholic beverages 
are not only unnecessary but harmful. 
Any reason that would justify their 
use would also justify their sale— 
total abstinence, therefore, is logically 
necessary if prohibition is justified. 

Churches and schools should be 
committed to total abstinence; pledge 
Signing will do more than anything 
else to convince the wets that there 
will be no turning back. 

We may assume it as certain that 
prohibition will neither be abandoned 
nor weakened in the United States 
and that the energies which have been 
employed in the securing of prohibi- 
tion can, as enforcement becomes in- 
creasingly effective, be employed in 
aiding the cause abroad. 

The effect of our nation’s leader- 
ship is already apparent in the prog- 
ress made by prohibition in other 


lands. It has, in recent months, come 
within a narrow margin of winning 
in both New Zealand and Sweden. 


Under local option laws many com- 
munities in Scotland have banished 
the drinking place. In England the 
hours of the open saloon are being 
shortened and parliament has recently 
taken a long step in advance by pass- 
ing, by a pronounced majority, Lady 
Astor’s bill prohibiting the sale of 
liquor to minors under the age of 
eighteen. 

The demand for wine has been so 
greatly decreased that a society has 
recently been organized in France for 
opposing prohibition and advertising 
the merits of wine as a drink—a con- 
fession that the world-wide crusade 
against intoxicants is making mate- 
rial progress. Prohibition sentiment 
is also making progress throughout 
Latin America. 

In other nations, as in our own 
country, different lines of ; irgument 
will have weight with different Classes. 
Business men are finding, as one Eng- 
lishman expressed it, that ‘‘drunken 
Europe cannot compete with sober 
America.”’ 

Educators are learning that money 
wasted on drink can be bettér employ- 
ed in raising educational standards 
and in extending the opportunities of- 
fered by the schools. 

Politicians are learning that with 
the spread of democracy a sober Citi- 
zenship is more imperatively needed. 
And Christians in other lands are 
learning that it is the height of incon- 
sistency to pray “Thy kingdom 
come,” and then spend upon intoxi- 
cants:money that should be used to 
hasten the coming of God’ s kingdom 
on earth. 


The United States has done many 
things to entitle her to the gratitudé. 
of the world. Her greatest service 
thus far has been her contribution to 
the cause of universal peace. 

Scarcely less valuable will be the 
service that she will render as leader 
in the great moral movement that has 
for its purpose the abolishing of the 
mantacture and sale of intoxicating 
beverages throughout the world.

& ee most surprising as well as the 

most delightful thing about Theo- 
‘dore Roosevelt was his enthusiasm of 
youthful spirit. One evening when 
I was visiting the Washington home of 
Colonel W. H. Crook; who had been 
Lincoln’s personal bodyguard, who 
served on the permanent staff of the 
white house for forty-seven years, and 
was disbursing officer thereof at the 
time referred to. He related a score 
of experiences with presidents, and | 
asked him what was the most striking 
occurrence. he recalled in connection 
with Theodore Roosevelt’s home life 
in the white house. 


*‘There are about a thousand most 


Striking things I remember about 
him,” he replied. ‘‘And one of them 
is a letter he dictated to an European 
—the author of a scientific work Mr. 
Roosevelt had just finished reading. 
It was a book on natural history and 
the president was depely interested. 
He finished the volume and called for 
a stenographer and started to write 


the author, telling what he thought of | 


the book. Half an hour went by, an 
hour, -an hour and a half, the president 
striding up and down his office, al- 
ways dictating. At the end of two 
hours the stenographer came out, al- 
most exhausted, his arm numb, but 
Mr. Roosevelt was by no means 
through with that letter; another 
stenographer went in. The president 
continued to dictate, analyzing the sci- 
entific work, calling attention to state- 
ments of facts relating in detail his 
own observations, the results of his 
cwn studies along corresponding lines 
of research, quoting from authorities, 
American and foreign, approving 
much, questioning other parts, inquir- 
ing as to this record or that, and giv- 
ing his opinion of the book as a 
whole. By the time his letter was 
finished President Roosevelt had dic- 
tated some twenty thousand words 
enough to fill two pages and a half 
of a newspaper. And as soon as it 
was finished he whirled around and 
threw himself into other work. Some- 
thing of a letter for a man nearing 
fifty. 

N unusual errand took me to the 

white house on February 11, 
1906. Captain Eijnar Mikklesen, of 
the Royal Danish navy,. had gone 
with me to Washington, in the hope 
cf interesting the president in further- 
‘ing an Arctic expedition which the 
captain had organized in Europe—an 
‘enterprise which might result in dis- 
covery of an unknown continent sup- 
"posed to be larger than Greenland to 
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be claimed in the name of the United 
States.

If they were those wri- 
ten by Hall we must look for the 
murderer among those intimate with 
‘Mrs. Mills, if the woman wrote them, 
then Our suspicions must turn first to 
some relative or friend of Hall. 


The astonishing fact about this 
mysterious Case is that the letters 
tound on the bodies were. fragments 
ot letters written by both lovers. To 
my mind this was the turning point 
in the investigation. When people 
receive love-letters, either they de- 
stroy them or they keep them in a 
safe hiding place; they do not give 
them back to the person who wrote 
them, nor do they hand them to some 
one else. ~Yes, you may say, but tht 
satest place they knew was their own 
*persons—Hall had Mrs. Mills’ letters 
in his pocket; she had his tn her bag 
or concealed in her clothing. Grant- 
ed, but this presupposes that the mur- 
derer made a thorough search of the 
clothing of his victims. A woman’s 
satest pocket is her stocking or her 
corset. Was the slayer so leisurely 
that he searched every part of her 
clothing, read the letters, composed 
the bodies and then cut the woman’s 
throat? For if the throat had been 
cut first the effusion of blood would 
have deluged him during the opera- 
tion. 

No, the letters written by the two 
were not brought together in this way. 
Some days after the murder, when the 
newspapers were hot upon the trail, 
Charlotte Mills was induced by a re- 
porter to sell to him not letters writ- 
ten only by Hall to her mother, but 
also some written by her mother to 
Hall. 


How did she come by her mother’s 
letters?) That is a point that should 
have been rigorously pursued. There 
were Other letters which are said to 
have been shown by the investigating 
officers to certain private citizens. 
Rumor. says that these were of- so 
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scandalous a character that it- would 
have beef against the public interest 


‘for them to have been read in open 


court. Rumor is a lying jade. She 
said that there were letters indicating 
that Hall had instituted ‘‘petting par- 
ties” and exchanges of wives, that 
mames_ were given, and of course— 
this is always suggested when cases 
are hushed up—that pressure had 
been brought to bear on the investi- 
gating authorities to keep these dark 
scandals out of court. Such sugges- 
tions may be dismissed. In cases of 
this kind. there are always details un- 
connected with the actual crime that 
should not be made public, but ‘the 
police do not relax their efforts on 
that account. If the necessary evi- 
dence is there, they go ahead and keep 
scandalous details out of the evidence. 


OW, the letters addressed to Hall 
by Mrs. Mills can have come into 
C harlotte’s hands in one way only, for 


it is not possible to conceive that 
Mrs. Mills kept copies of them. Some 
person close to Hall must have given 
them to Charlotte or to her father. 
It is most unlikely that an educated 
woman like Mrs. ‘Hall would have 
given them to a girl of 17; it is con- 
ceivable that they might have been 
given to Mills in the hope _ that 
he might exercise restraint upon his 
wife: The letters might also have 
been shown to Mrs. Hall’s brothers, 
though that is less likely. Let us as- 
sume, for the sake of argument, that 
Willie Stevens, burning with indigna- 
tion against his brother-in-law for his 
unfaithfulness, had provided himself 
with a pistol and followed the pair. 
Why should he have shown so insen- 
sate a rage against the woman as to 
cut her throat after shooting her? 
Moreover, would any one have en- 
trusted this feeble-minded brother 
with the letters written by both the 
lovers? That at least is inconceiva- 
ble. 

Reporters have suggested—on what 
evidence 1 know not—that Mrs. Mills 
was in the habit of carrying a bunch 
of her love-letters around with her— 
letters written by her which she ob- 
tained trom Hall as well as letters 


written to her; that she carried these 
ina pocket of her neck piece and that 
the murderers found them there.: It 
is a remarkable assumption which 
should be received with caution. Hall 
was a master in the art of writing 
love-letters; some of those which were 
sold to newspapers by the Mills girl 
were more than 1,000 words in 
length. A bunch of such masterpieces 
added to Mrs. Mill’s own effusions of 
a romantic spirit would have made 
a formidable bundle for a woman to 
conceal in her clothing. 

Throughout the inquiry by the po- 
lice and the reporters. it must have 
struck many people that very little 
attention was given to Mills. An in- 
terview with him seems to have been 
quite enough. One man described 
him as a sort of weakling without the 
enterprise to commit such a crime. 
He may have been right, but I would 
not have been so easily satisfied. Mills 
was one of the persons who had a 
motive. He had known for some time 
of the liason, and there he was, con- 
demned from day to day to take or- 
ders from the man who had stolen his 
wite from him and make no sign; to 
sit opposite to his wife at meals and 
perhaps to submit to her contempt if 
he ever plucked up courage to remon- 
Strate with her. What a life, even 
for a weakling! If he did read the 
letters, the very words of endearment 
must have been ringing in his ears. 
And there he was, knowing that he 
lacked the courage and the strength 
to deal with the situation.. If he could 
have taken a horsewhip to Hall, or 
have slammed the door on his wife, 


‘he might have held up his head among 


men, but he had te bear it all and hide 
his teclings to boot. I can imagine 
aman going crazy under the strain. 
And then mark how the circum- 
stantial evidence tits such a hypoth- 
esis. Imagine that he has seen a let- 
ter making an assignation for the fatal 
evening; he has the letters in his pock- 
et. The couple set out separately, 
Mrs. Mills with the ‘‘weakling’’ behind 
her. Hall is shot; Mrs. Mills springs 
to her feet. Suppose she finds that 
the avenger is this wretched over- 
wrought man. She would not have 


closed with any strange man, but this 
nonentity! But even a weakling has 
claws and he uses them—on her 
throat until he can hold her far 
enough away to use his pistol. And 
then the cutting of-the throat. Who 


would be more apt to carry a sharp 
knife about with him in New Bruns- 
wick than a cobbler of shoes, and who 
would have a greater rancor against 
the woman of the guilty pair than her 
neglected and injured husband? And 
the passion for decency and order in 
which sextons are reared might well 
be shown in the letsurely arrangement 
of the bodies. 


ERE there any physical im- 
possibilities to prevent the mur- 
der from being committed in this fash- 
ion? We have it from Mrs. Fall 
that Mills called at her house that eve- 
ning to ask where his wife was. An 
alibi could not be founded on this, 
because there is no certain knowledge 
of the exact hour when the murders 
were committed. Such a caller could 
have made the way to the rendezvous 
to make quite sure that the couple 
had kept their appointment. 
Now, it 1s one thing to reconstruct 
a crime as a preliminary to an inves- 
tigation and quite another to gather 
evidence sufficient for a grand jury. 
That is one of the first elements which 
every police officer learns, and the 
second is to keep the mouth tight shut 
until he is in a position to make an 
arrest. It is possible that the author- 
ities of New Jersey have investigated 
along these lines, but that owing to 
the mistakes made in the beginning 
know that they cannot produce the 
necessary circumstantial evidence, 
which in default of an eye-witness is 
the only evidence they could hope to 
get. No doubt they have considered 
and dismissed all the considerations I 
have set out above and are satisfied 
that Mills is innocent. All that I can 
say 1s that if 1 had had the case I 
should have started with. the letters, 
gone on with the letters and, I ven- 
ture to think, cleared up the mystery 
by means of the letters.

If children do insist on crawling 
and romping around on iheir knees it is not 
unreasonable to insist that they should wear | 
leather knee caps. But these need not be 
worn until they go out to play after school 
hours.

In cold weather the trick 
may be accomplished by keeping mittens 
on a String of crochetted wool and run 
through the arms of the coat so that even 
when they are removed they dangle at the 
sleeve’s ends.

(This is the fourth ef a series of twelve 
lessons which bring eut the most impor- 
tant points which every boy should know 
who wants to learn te play football right.) 


Many a team has won a*game be- 
eause it happened to have a good 
drop kicker. A boy who can kick and 
who practices steadily is sure to find 
a place ready for him on the football 
team. 

The drop kick is most effective in 
the first part of the game, as it paves 
the way for a scoring pass or run 
Jater. It should not be used when 
the opponents are ahead and more 
than three points are necessary. to 
win.

Kicker Adjusts Ball. . 

The kicker stands eight to twelve 
yards behind the center. .After re- 
ceiving the ball he quickly adjusts it 
20 the long axis is vertical or tipped 
slightiy toe the rear, lacings to the 
front. He then drops the ball care- 
fully s@ that it will reach the ground 
in this position. As it touches the 
ground and starts to rebound, his 
kicking toe drives into the lower quar- 
ter of the ball and lifts it up and for- 
ward. 

Usually, in order te get up “steam,” 
the kicker takes one or two steps for- 
ward while adjusting the ball in his 
hands.

Tool-Craft 


All Sorts of Things for 
Boys and Men to Make 


By Frank I. Solar - 
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How to Make a Galloping Horseman Toy 


Thé face is on! Get together, boys, 
and start your horsemen going im an 
endurance race and see whose steed 
can race for the longest tume without 
stopping. 

To make this toy, use any soft wood 
that can be worked easily. Lay out 
the patterns by means of small 
squares. Cut all parts carefully with 
a coping saw and smooth with sand- 
paper. Special care must be taken in 
cutting the small curves of the nvan’s 
face and cap. 

The base, uprights, and cross-bar are 


not dificult to make, except that they 
are rather sma!!l to place. Assemble 
the parts with brads. Jhe purpose of 
the small groove in the cross-bar is to 
prevent the legs of the horse from 
slipping off when in motion. 

The weight is best when made of 
lead of the size noted in the drawing. 
You will have to experiment with the 
bending of the wire before you can 
get the proper shaping fo? the best 
resuits. It should be bent so that the 
weight will bring the horse and rider 
in an upright position when at rest. 


You might experiment also with @e 
length of the wire, for one long ~’r ér 
shorter than the one in the drawing 
may make your horse run for a longer 
time without stopping. , 

Paint the toy any color you chose. 
It 1s suggested that the base, up- 
righis, and cross-bar be a dark color. 
Outline the man’s legs to contrast with 
the horse's body, and mark the eves, 
ireuth, ears and cap of the man afid 
the eves and mane of thé horse

ation at this time of year is apt to be prohibitive for the woman who needs many 
sorts of clothes and possesses a limited income.
